Applicant has amended independent claim 37 to recite"sending by the first device to the second device an indication of the first 
translation preference and receiving by the first device from the second device an indication of the second translation preference". 

Applicant has amended independent claim 43 to recite "a server for receiving form the first device the designation information of the first 
preferred user language, for receiving form the second device the designation information of the first preferred language and for sending 
to the first device the designatin information of the second preferred user language". 

Applicant argues regarding claim 47, that accordng to Stringham, the user who is sending the e-mail message specifies the 
correspondent's language. Moreover, the information regarding the language of the correspondent is entered into and maintained on the 
same device (e.g., the user's computer). This is in contrast to Applicant's claimed exchange of translation prefereneces for the users 
between the users' respective devices. However, as previously pointed out Stingham teaches that a number of computer users are 
involved and that the information that identifies the user language is retrieved, so that the message can be translated in the user 
preferred language (columns 4-5, paragraph 0029). Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
